The last
prices were practically the lowest of the
day and tho close was weak. Net de-
clines of 12 points and upward are quite
general, throughout. There was nothing
to show that the liquidation was due to
contraction of credits, such as forced the
heavy selling in the recent past, although
there are time loans maturing from time
to time which are caJed for payment, and
y.ls difficult to secure any extension. But

May's liquidations would seem to be
Jgfmpted more by a sentiment of disgust
and discouragement with the whole situation
